AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  public  instruction 
of  youth  in  tho  county  of  Washington,  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  IJoune  of  lie- 
pretentativet  of  the  United  St<tte»  of  America  in 
Conyrett  aeeembled.  That  the  school  districts  in 
the  county  of  Washington,  District  of  Columbin, 
without  the  limits  of  the  cities  of  Washington 
and  Georgetown,  shall  he  aud  remain  as  now 
laid  down  aocording  to  law,  subject  to  revision 
and  alteration  by  the  lovy  oourt  of  said  coun- 
ty, and  that  the  school  conimi.-sioners  now  in 
office  shall  be  and  remain  so  until  others  are  ap- 
pointed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  levy 
court  shall  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
May,  appoint  one  person  from  each  school  dis~ 
trioi  as  a  commissioner  of  primary  schools,  of 
which  appointment  the  clerk  of  the  lovy  court 
shall  immediately  notify  the  person  so  appoint- 
ed; and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  tho 
board  of  said  commissioners,  the  levy  court,  as 
soon  as  may  be  thereafter,  shall  till  the  same, 
and  all  appointments  madu  by  or  resolutions  of 
said  court  concerning  said  commissioners  shall 
be  forthwith  communicated  by  tho  clerk  of  said 
oourt  to  the  clerk  of  the  said  bjard  of  commis- 
sioners, and  each  of  said  commissioners  shall  hold 
the  office  until  a  successor  is  appointed. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  of 
Ihe  said  commissioners,  before  he  enters  upon 
the  execution  of  bis  office,  and  within  fifteen 
days  after  notice  of  his  appointment,  shall  take 
and  subscribe  before  some  justice  of  tho  peace  of 

said  county  the  following  oath  :  "I,  , 

do  solemnly  swear  (or  aSirm  ,  as  the  case  may  be) 
that  I  will  in  all  things,  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge  aud  ability,  well  and  truly  oxeouto 
tho  trust  reposed  in  mens  commissioner  of  pri- 
mary schools  for  the  county  of  Washington,  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  without  prejudice  and  accord- 
ing to  law;"  and  every  justice  of  the  peace,  bo- 
fore  whom  such  oath  shall  be  taken,  shall  certify 
the  same  in  writing,  and  withiu  eight  days 
thereafter  transmit  or  delivor  said  certificate  to 
the  clerk  of  the  lovy  court  for  record. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said 
commissioners  and  their  successors  shall  bo  a 
oorporatign,  under  the  name  and  stylo  of  ''The 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Primary  Schools  of 
Washington  County,  District  of  Columbia,"  with 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  aud  to  take  and  hold, 
in  fee-simple  or  otherwise,  any  estate,  real  or 
personal,  not  prohibited  by  law,  which  may  be 
given  to  or  purchased  by  the  said  board  for 
primary  school  purposes,  and  may  alien  and  scU 
the  same  when,  in  the  opinion  of  Ihe  levy  court, 
it  will  be  for  the  advantage  of  the  said  primary 
schools  so  to  do;  and  all  mouey  in  hand,  after 
defrayiug  the  whole  expeuses  of  the  several 
school  districts  at  the  cud  of  each  school  year, 
shall  be  invested  in  some  safe  slock  in  the  name 
of  said  corporation,  and  in  their  oorporato  name 
said  board  may  prosecute  and  maintain  actions 
for  injuries  done  to  the  grounds,  houses,  furni- 
ture, or  other  property  in  their  possession. 

Sec.  0.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
said  board  of  commissioners  ?hall  make  and  keep 
a  record  of  all  its  official  acts,  and  a  strict  and  par 
ticular  account  of  all  moneys  received  or  paid 
out  by  its  order,  a  statement  of  which,  with  the 
vouchers  rotating  thereto,  as  well  as  the  record 
of  the  board,  shall  be  subject  at  all  limes  to  the 
inspection  of  the  levy  court  of  said  county,  and 
to  any  tax-payer;  and  said  rocord.  or  a  copy 
thereof,  certified  to  be  correct  by  any  one  of  said 
commissioners,  attested  by  the  signature  of  the 
clerk  of  said  board,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidenoe 
of  their  acts  in  all  proceedings,  judicial  or  other- 
wise; and  the  said  board  shall  appoint  a  cupuble 
person  as  their  clerk,  (who  may  be  one  of  their 
own  members,  or  otherwise,)  prescribe  hla  duties 
and  allow  him  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his 
services. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
said  board  of  commissioners  shall  hold  stated 
meetings  in  January,  April,  July,  and  October  of 
oaoh  and  every  year,  at  such  times  and  places  as 
they  may  appoint,  and  such  other  meetings  as 
circumstances  may  require  ;  but  if  less  than  four 
members  are  present  ai  one  meeting  no  business 
shall  be  done,  except  to  adjourn  to  a  future  day  ; 
and  at  the  stated  meetings  in  April  and  October 
the  treasurer  of  the  school  funds  aud  the  collect- 
or of  taxes  shall  render  in  writing  a  fule  state- 
ment of  their  accounts  respectively  for  the  next 
preoeding  half  year. 

Sec.  7.  A  nd  be  it  further  enacte d,  That  the  clerk 
of  the  levy  court  of  said  cuunty  shall  annually, 
before  the  first  Monday  in  April,  furnish  to  the 
said  board  of  commissioners  alphabetical  lists  of 
the  owners  of  property  in  each  school  district, 
according  to  the  last  county  assessment,  and  a 
statement  of  the  total  amount  of  property  asses- 
sed to  euch  owner,  exhibiting  the  school  tax 
thereon  according  to  the  last  levy  made  by  the 
levy  court  for  school  purposes. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said 
board  of  commissioners  shall  have  power  annu- 
ally (or  as  a  vacancy  may  occur)  to  appoint  two 
persons  in  each  school  district  as  trustees  of 
that  district,  who,  with  the  commissioner  of  such 
district,  shall  have  charge  uf  the  local  concerns 
of  the  schools  therein,  aud  act  in  concert  with 
the  board  of  commissioners  in  carrying  out  all 
the  rules  and  regulations  ordained  by  tho  said 
board,  and  together  may  permit  the  school  house 
or  houses  in  their  district  to  be  usod  for  public 
worship,  or  for  other  purposes  of  general  bene- 
fit to  the  residents  of  the  district. 

Sec.  if.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Thai  the  said 
board  of  commissione-s  shall  have  power,  aAd  it 
shall  bo  their  duly — 

First.  To  receive  and  disburse  any  fund  which 
may  be  provided  for,  the  purchaso  of  sites  and 
the  erection  and  support  of  primary  schools  in 
said  county  and  District. 

Second.  To  regulate  the  number  **f  children  to 
be  taught  in  each  of  said  schools,  and  the  price 
of  their  tuition. 

Third.  To  select  upon  a  thorough  examination 
such  teachers  as  are  competent,  g  ving  to  each 
a  certificate  of  qualifications,  without  which  no 
teacher  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  pay,  and  to  fix 
their  salaries  and  terms  of  service. 

Fourth.  To  suspend  or  expel  from  any  school, 
with  tbe  advice  of  the  commissioner  and  I]  QStoei 
of  the  school  district,  any  pupil  who  will  not 
submit  tu  the  reasonable  and  ordinary  rules  of 
order  and  discipline  therein. 

Filth.  To  prescribe  tho  course  of  study  and  Ihe 
text-books  to  be  used  and  to  legulaleand  control 
the  purobase  in  the  schools,  distribution  of 
books,  maps,  globes,  stationery,  and  other  things 
necessary  for  the  use  of  the  same,  and  generally 
to  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  the  man- 
agement, good  government,  and  well  ordering 
of  said  schools. 

Sixth.  To  report  to  the  levy  court,  at  tbe  close 
of  each  school  year,  the  amount  of  all  expendi- 
tures on  account  of  schools  in  tbe  several  dis- 
tricts during  ihe  previous  schoul  year,  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  same  shall  have  been  ex- 
pended, specifying  what  portion  and  amount 
thereof  has  been  expended  for  the  services  of 
teachers,  and  also  shall  particularly  set  foitb  the 
number  of  pupils  taught,  and  their  average  at- 
tendance and  progress,  and  such  other  statistics 
as  the  levy  court  may  require. 

Seventh.  To  select,  purchase,  or  otherwise  pro- 
cure, suitable  sites  for  school  houses  in  each  dis- 
trict; to  adopt  plans,  and  cause  to  be  built,  kept 
in  repair,  and  furnished,  such  school  houses  ;  to 
supply  the  same  with  necessary  fuel,  books,  sta- 
tionery, and  appendages,  and  to  defray  the  ne- 
cessary eipenses  of  the  board  :  Provided,  That 
the  pay  of  teachers  shall  always  have  preference 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  for  Ihe 
purpose  of  supppporting  said  schools,  and  pro- 
viding suitable  sites,  houses,  aud  equipments 
therefor,  the  levy  court  shall,  annually ,  on  the 
first  Monday  In  March,  impose  and  levy  a  school 


tax  not  exceeding  one-fourth  of  one  por  centum 
on  all  the  assessed  property  of  said  county  with- 
out the  limits  of  Washington  and  Oeorgetown, 
which  tax  shall  bo  due  at  tbe  same  time,  and  be 
collected  by  tho  county  collector  in  tho  samo 
manner  and  under  the  samo  regulations  and  re- 
strictions, as  aro  prescribed  by  law  in  relation  to 
tho  collection  of  the  county  taxes,  and  which  are 
hereby  made  applicable  to  tho  collection  of  the 
school  tax  imposed  by  this  act,  and  when  collect- 
ed shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  school 
fund,  and  the  treasurer  of  the  levy  court  is  here- 
by conatitut.  i  treasurer  of  the  school  fund;  and 
tho  said  f  .rer  and  collector  shall  be  qualified 
my  makii  ;  ..ah  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  dis- 
charge tli.  lutiea  required  of  them,  and  they 
shall  give  bonds  respectively  to  the  said  board  of 
commissioners,  in  a  sum  to  be  fixed  by  the  levy 
court,  with  two  sufficient  sureties,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  dischargo  of  the  duties  required 
of  them  b<-  t li i si  act.  which  bonds,  being  approv- 
ed by  the  said  board  of  commissioners,  shall  be 
filed  with  ilo.  clerk  .  f  tho  supreme  oourt  of  the 
District  of  Columbia ,  who  is  hereby  required  to 
tile  the  same,  ami  a  copy  of  oither  of  said  bonds,  un- 
der seal  of  said  court,  shall  be  sufficient  oridence 
of  tho  making  thereof,  and  the  said  treasurer 
shall  be  paid  such  compensation  for  his  services 
as  tho  said  board  of  commissioners  may  allow, 
and  the  said  collector  the  samo  fees  asaroallowed 
by  tbe  said  levy  court  for  collecting  the  county 
tax. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  furthrr  enacted.  That  the 
whole  amount  standing  to  tho  credit  of  the  school 
fund,  when  tho  aforesaid  lovy  la  to  be  made,  shall 
bo  taken  into  the  account  in  determining  the 
amount  of  tai  necessary  to  meet  the  current  ex- 
penses of  tho  school  year,  which  amount  shall  be 
levied  as  aforesaid,  and  uo  more;  and  tho  said 
board  of  commissioners  shall  apportion  the  school 
fund,  after  deducting  suoh  part  thereof  as  tho 
provisions  of  this  act  assign  to  the  education  of 
colored  children,  among  the  several  school  dis- 
tricts, giving  to  each  one-seventh  of  the  whole 
amount  of  school  taxes  collected  and  then  in 
hand  after  deducting  the  necessary  expenses  of 
the  board,  and  ono  seventh  of  all  oiher  funds 
paid  in,  ufter  deducting  as  hereinbefore  provided 
for  (he  education  of  colored  children,  until  an 
amount  shn'.l  have  accumulated  sufficient  to  pur- 
chase a  site  and  erect  and  furnish  a  school  house 
in  each  district,  thecal  of  which  shall  not  exceed 
fifteen  hundred  dollars,  (unless  by  private  sub- 
scription,) except  where  tho  uuuiber  of  scholars 
is  sufficienfly  large  to  require  two  schools,  in 
which  case  tho  sum  may  reach  three  thousand 
dollars;';'c'  that  it  shall  ho  apportioned  accord- 
ing to  th.  .umber  of  children  in  each  district 
between  tho  ages  of  six  and  seventeen  years  : 
Provided,  That  not  more  than  the  aotual  expen- 
ses of  each  district  shall  be  paid:  And  provided, 
further,  That  more  than  one  school  house  may 
be  established  in  any  one  distrt-'t  if  the  funds  are 
procured. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  time'ed.  Thai,  in 
case  tho  said  commissioners  should  not  be  able 
to  purchase  suitable  sites  for  tbe  erection  uf 
school-houses  they  shall  have  puwer  to  condemn 
and  value  a  suitable  sites  or  sites  for  that  pur- 
pose, not  exceeding  one  acre  of  land  in  each 
site,  by  giving  ten  days'  notice  in  writing  to 
the  proprietors  thereof,  excopt  in  cases  where 
notico  cannot  be  served,  and  iu  cases  uf  mi- 
nors, femme  coverts,  and  persons  uou  compus 
mentis,  and  filing  with  the  clerk  of  tho  lovy  court 
of  tho  couuty  of  Washington,  Distriot  of  Colum- 
bia, fur  inspection,  a  certificate  describing  such 
lands  with  tho  value  assessed  theraon,  signed  by 
tho  president  and  clerk  of  said  board  of  com- 
missinoers,  which  shall  be  sufficient  notice  to  the 
proprietors  of  such  land  that  tho  said  board  of 
commissioners  are  ready  to  pay  tbe  amount  of 
damages  so  assessed;  aud  if  withiu  thirty  days 
from  tbe  filing  ol  :-aid  certificate  the  proprietors 
of  such  land  shall  not  appeal  from  tho  decision  of 
said  eomuii-sioners.  by  written  notice  left  with 
the  said  clerk  of  the  levy  court,  the  amount 
so  assessed  shall  be  paid  to  the  proprietors, 
aud  the  title  to  such  land  and  premises  shall 
pass  to  and  bo  vested  in  the  Board  uf  Commis- 
sioners of  Primary  Schools  of  Washington 
County,  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  said  cer- 
tificate shall  be  rccordod  in  thu  laud  records  of 
Washington  county.  District  of  Columbia,  aud 
shall  be  final;  but  if  the  proprietors  of  such  land 
and  premises  shall,  within  tho  said  thirty  days, 
notify  the  said  commissioners,  in  writing,  left 
with  the  clerk  of  the  levy  court,  of  their  dissent 
from  tho  valuation  uf  such  land  as  made  by  the 
said  commissioners,  or  if  tbe  land  or  any  part 
thereof  bo  owned  by  a  minor,  femme  covert,  or 
person  uon  compos  mentis,  or  if  a  notice  cannot 
be  served,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  com- 
missioners, and  it  is  made  their  duty,  by  their 
president  aud  clerk,  to  issue  their  warrant  to  tbe 
marshal  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  command- 
ing him  to  summon  a  jury  of  five  freeholders, 
not  interested  in  the  matter  to  appear  on  a  day 
1 1  be  appointed  by  the  said  commissioners,  on  the 
premises,  and  after  having  each  taken  an  oath 
(which  the  marshal  or  any  ono  of  said  commis- 
sioners is  authorized  to  administer)  that  he  will, 
without  favor  or  prejudice,  assos  tbc  damages 
sustained  by  the  proprietor  of  said  land  by  rea- 
son of  tho  condemnation  of  said  land  by  the  said 
commissioners,  tho  jury  so  qualified  shall  proceed 
to  valueand  assess  the  damages  accordingly;  and 
if  the  amount  assessed  by  the  said  jury  shall  not 
be  greater  than  the  amount  assessed  by  the 
said  commissioners ,  tho  whole  costs  of  the  said 
appeal  shall  bo  chargeable  to  the  appellant  to  bo 
paid  by  the  said  commissioners,  and  deducted 
from  the  cost  uf  the  land  in  settlemout  there- 
for; otherwise  the  said  hoard  of  commissioners 
shall  pay  tho  expenses  incline  1  by  reason  of  such 
appoal,  the  marshal's  and  jurors'  foes  to  be 
computed  accordidg  to  the  act  of  Congress  ap- 
proved March  three,  eighteen  hundred  and  six- 
ty-throe, defining  tbe  powers  and  duties  of  ihe 
levy  court. 

Sec.  13.  j4n<(  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
said  jury  immediately  after  they  shall  have 
ooinpletod  their  inquest  and  assessed  the  dam- 
ages, shall  make  out  a  written  verdict,  sotting 
forth  a  full  and  distinct  description  of  the  land 
and  premises  aud  the  valuation  or  damages  as- 
sessed therofor,  which  shall  be  sigued  byjtacm,  or  a 
majority  of  thorn,  and  having  been  attested  by 
the  marshal  shall  be  immediately  returned  to 
the  clerk  of  Ihe  levy  court  of  the  county  of  Wash- 
ington, District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  J>u  final: 
and  the  said  damages  having  been  paid,  or  offered 
to  lie  paid  tu  the  said  proprietors,  the  title  to  such 
land  shall  jass  to  and  be  vested  in  ''The  lioardjof 
Commissioners  of  Primary  Schools  of  Washington 
Couuty,  District  of  Columbia,"  and  the  verdict 
of  the  jury  shall  be  recorded  in  the  land  records 
of  Washington  county,  District  of  Columbia - 
PfcvUtd,  That  it  shall  bo  optional  with  the  said 
commissioners  to  abide  by  said  verdict,  and  oocu- 
pyjlho  said  land  or  abandon  il  without  being  subject 
lo  damages  therefor. 

Sec.  U.  .ln,i  be  it  further  enacted,  Thai  il  shall 
not  bo  lawful  to  locato  any  sitofora  school-house 
in  any  orchard  or  garden,  nor  within  three  hun- 
dred yards  of  any  dwelling-house,  without  the 
t'D'tnt  of  the  proprietor  of  such  dwelling  houso, 
and  in  order  to  obtain  such  consent  or  refusal,' 
thirty  days'  notice  shall  be  given  to  said  propri- 
etor by  the  said  commissioners,  notifving  sach 
proprietor  of  their  intention  ;  and  if,  within 
thirty  days,  no  answer  is  returned  to  said 
commissioners  by  said  proprietor,  it  shall  bo  taken 
for  consent,  and  the  said  commissioners  may  pro- 
ceed to  erect  their  school-house  without  let  or 
hindrance. 

Sec.  15.  .4mi  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  tho 
treasurer  or  collector,  having  any  school  funds 
in  his  hands,  or  neglecting  or  refusing  to  obtaiu 
such  funds  as  by  law  autburiied  and  directed, 
shall  refuse  to  pay  for  two  weeks  any  order  of 
the  said  commissioners  drawn  in  conformity  with 
the  requisition  of  this  act,  such  treasurer  or  col 
lector  shall  be  liable,  on  proof  before  any  court 
of  justioo  or  justice  of  the  peace  having  cogni- 
rance,  and  without  stay  of  execution,  to  pay  the 
full  amount  of  said  order  and  interest  thereon, 
at  the  rate  of  twenty  per  centum  per  annum, 
from  the  first  refusal  until  the  day  of  payment, 
by  way  of  damages.  If  any  collector  appointed 
or  acting  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
in  any  case  collect  moro  than  is  due,  the  perton 


aggrieved  shall  have  his  remedy  against  such 
collector  by  suit  or  warrant,  and  if  he  rocover 
he  shall  have  judgment  for  [double  tho  amount 
improperly  and  unjustly  extorted  from  him,  and 
costs.  Tho  levy  court  of  Washington  county, 
•hall  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the 
proceedings  of  said  commissioners,  may  examiae 
their  books  and  papers,  and  shall  prosecute  for 
any  delinquencies  or  violations  of  their  duty. 
It  shall  \iot  be  lawful  for  a  member  of  the 
levy  court  of  said  county  to  be  a  commissioner 
of  primary  schools  or  trustee  of  any  of  the 
school  disrriots,  nor  for  any  person  to  bo  at 
tbe  same  time  oommissioner  and  trustee  as  afore- 
said. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any 
white  resident  of  said  couuty  shall  bo  privileged 
to  place  his  or  hor  child  or  ward  at  any  one  of 
the  schools  provided  for  the  education  of  white 
children  in  said  county  he  or  she  may  think 
proper  to  select,  with  the  consent  of  tbe  trustees 
of  both  districts  and  any  colored  resident|  shall 
have  the  same  rights  with  respect  to  colored 
schools.  j 

See.  17.  And  be  it  fm  liter 'enacted,  Thai  it  shall 
be  tho  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to  provide 
suitable  and  convenient  houses  or  rooms  for  hold- 
ing schools  for  colored  children,  to  otuploy  and 
examine  teaehers  therefor,  and  to  appropriate  a 
proportion  of  the  school  funds,  to  be  determined 
by  tho  numbors  of  while  and  colored  ehildrou  be- 
tween the  ages  of  six  and  seventeen  years,  to  the 
payment  of  teachers'  wages,  to  the  building  or 
renting  of  school  rooms  and  other  necessary  ex- 
panses pertaining  to  said  schools,  to  exercise  a 
general  supervision  over  them,  to  establish  proper 
disoipline,  and  to  endoavor  to  promote  a  thorough, 
equitable,  and  practical  education  of  colored 
children  in  said  county.  It  shall  be  lawful  for 
such  commissioners  to  impose  a  tax  of  not  more 
than  fifty  cents  per  month  for  each  child  on  the 
parents  or  guardians  of  children  attending  said 
schools,  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  expenses 
of  the  school  of  which  said  child  shall  be  an  at- 
tendant: and  in  the  exerciao  of  this  power  the 
commissioner  msy,  from  time  to  time,  discontinue 
the  payment  altogether,  or  may  graduate  the  tax 
according  to  the  ability  of  the  said  tax-payers 
aud  the  want-  of  the  school  :  Provided,  That  no 
child  shall  be  excluded  from  such  school  on  ao- 
count  of  the  inability  of  the  parent  or  guurdain 
to  pay  saiu  tax.  And  said  couimiss-ioners  are  au 
thurited  to  receive  any  donations  or  contributions 
that  may  be  made  for  the  beuefit  of  said  schools 
by  persons  disposed  to  aid  in  tho  olovation  of  the 
colored  population  in  Ihe  District  of  Columbia, 
'and  to  apply  the  samo  in  such  manner  as  iu  their 
opinion  shall  be  best  Calculated  to  effect  the  object 
of  tbo  donors,  said  commissioners  being  required 
to  account  for  all  funds  received  by  them,  and  to 
report  to  tho  levy  court  in  accordance  with  tho 
provisions  of  section  nino  of  this  act. 

See.  18.  And  »»  it  furriter  enacted,  That  the 
first  section  of  tbe  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An 
act  providing  for  the  education  of  colored  children 
in  the  cities  of  Washington  and  Oeorgetown,  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes,"  bo, 
and  the  samo  is  hereby,  repealed  ;  and  that  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  aot  it  shall  bo  the 
duty  of  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  cities  of 
Washington  and  Oeorgetown,  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  to  set  apart  each  year,  from  the  whole 
fund,  received  from  all  sources,  by  such  authori- 
ties, applicable,  under  existing  provisions  of  law, 
to  purposes  of  public  education,  such  a  proportion- 
ate part  thereof  as  tbo  number  of  colored  children, 
telweeu  the  ages  of  six  and  seventeen  years,  in 
tbo  respective  cities  bear  to  the  whole  number  of 
children  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
and  sustaining  public  schools  in  said  cities  for  the 
education  of  colored  children  ;  that  the  said  pro- 
portion shall  be  ascertained  by  the  last  roported 
census  uf  the  population  of  said  cities  made  prior 
to  said  appointment,  and  shall  be  regulated  at  all 
times  thereby  ;  and  that  the  said  fund  shall  be 
paid  to  tbe  trustees  appointed  under  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  July  eleven,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-two,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  schools 
for  the  education  of  colored  children  in  the  cities 
of  Washington  and  Oeorgetown,  in  the  District 
of  Columbia,"  to  be  disbursed  by  them  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  said  act. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  ene 
fourth  part  of  all  the  moneys  now  in  the  hands  uf 
tbe  marshal  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  of  any 
other  officer  of  said  District,  which  have  accrued 
from  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures  imposed  for 
tbe  violations  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
within  said  District,  shall  be  by  such  officer  or 
officers  paid  to  the  "Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Primary  Schools  of  Washington  Counly,  District 
of  Columtiia,"  one-fourth  part  to  the  Mayor  of 
the  city  of  Georgetown,  and  the  remaining  two 
fourths  thereof  to  the  Mayor  of  tho  city  of  Wash 
ington,  the  said  sums  so  paid  to  tho  said  commis 
sionors  and  tho  said  mayors  to  constitute  in  their 
hands  funds  for  the  support  of  primary  schools 
within  tbe  said  county  and  public  schools  in  said 
cities  in  the  proportions  aforesaid.  And  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  marshal  and  other  officers  to 
pay  over,  every  three  months,  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  all  money  coming  into  their 
bands  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  to  the  said  board 
of  commissioners  of  primary  schools  and  to  the 
said  mayors,  in  the  proportions  aforesaid,  for  the 
use  of  the  said  primary  and  publio  schools,  any 
law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding:  Provided, 
That  tho  funds  thus  obtained  for  eduoational 
purposes  shall  be  applied  to  the  education  of  both 
white  aRd  colored  onildron,  in  tbo  proportion  of 
the  numbers  ef  each  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
soventeen  years  as  determined  by  the  latest  census 
report  that  shall  hnvo  been  made  prior  to  said 
apportionment;  and  the  mayors  of  the  aforenamed 
cities  of  Georgetown  and  Washington  are  hereby 
authorized  and  instructed  to  pay  over  suoh  part 
tuereof  as  may  be  applicable  under  tho  provisions 
of  this  section  and  tho  proviso  thereto  to  the  ed- 
ucation of  colored  children  in  the  aforenamed 
citios,  to  tbe  trustees  appointed  under  tbe  act  of 
July  eleventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two, 
entitled  "An  act  relating  to  schools  for  the  educa- 
tion of  colored  children  in  the  cities  of  Washington 
and  Georgetowu,  iu  the  District  of  Columbia,"  to 
bo  used  for  the  education  of  colored  children  ac 
cording  to  the  provisions  of  law,  and  the  afore- 
named officers  failing  to  pay  over  the  moneys  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  liable  to  tho  penalty  imposed 
by  the  second  section  of  the  act  of  Cougress  ap 
proved  July  twelfth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty 
two,  entitled  "An  act  to  privide  for  the  payment 
of  fines  and  penalties  collectod  by  and  paid  the 
justices  of  the  peace  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
under  the  acts  of  Congress  approved  the  third  and 
filth  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one 
and  for  other  purposes." 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further-  enacted,  That  every 
person  in  the  said  Distriot  of  Columbia,  having 
under  his  or  hor  control  a  child  between  tho  agos 
of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  shall  annually,  dur- 
ing the  continuance  of  snch  control,  send  such 
child  to  some  public  school  in  that  part  of  said 
Distriot  in  which  he  or  she  shall  at  tho  time  re- 
side, at  least  twolve  weoks,  six  of  which  shall  be 
consecutive,  and  for  every  negloct  ot  snch  duty 
the  party  offending  shall  forfeit  to  the  use  of  tbe 
school  of  that  portion  of  said  District  in  whioh  he 
or  she  shall  reside  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  the  said  District :  Provided,  That  if  it  be 
made  to  appear  to  said  justice  that  the  party  so 
effeuding  was  notable  l.  r  any  eause  to  sond  such 
child  tu  school,  or  that  such  child  has  been  at- 
tending any  other  sohool  for  a  like  period  of  time, 
or  that  such  child  by  reason  of  bodily  or  mental 
infirmity  was  not  tit  to  attend  such  school,  such 
penalty  shall  not  be  onforced. 

Sec.  21.  And  be  it  Jurther  enacted.  That  the 
trustees  or  commissioners  having  charge  of  pub- 
lio schools  in  the  said  Distriot  shall  not  admit  into 
such  schools  any  child  who  shall  not  have  been 
duly  vaccinated  or  otherwise  protected  •  agaiust 
the  small-pox;  and  may  make  such  arrangements 
for  the  purpose  uf  ascertaining  whether  any  chil- 
dren within  the  ages  prescribed  in  the  preceding 
section  are  not  attending  tbe  public  schools,  as 
they  shall  deem  best  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing 
the  attendance  of  such  children  upon  said  schools, 
under  the  provisions  of  such  section,  and  for  en 
foroing  the  penalty  therein  prescribed. 

Sec.  22.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  publio  and  re 


medial,  and  shall  be  construed  by  all  courts  of 
justice  according  to  the  equity  thereof;  and  no 
proceedings  of  the  inhabitants  or  of  the  trustees 

of  any  school  distriot,  or  of  tho  commissioners  ot 
primary  schools,  or  of  any  other  officer  created 
under  tbo  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  set  aside 
or  adjudged  to  bo  void  for  defeot  of  form,  er  for 
any  irregularity  therein,  so  that  the  requisitions 
el  Ihe  said  act  are  substantially  complied  with. 

Sec.  23.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
act  of  CongrcsB  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for 
tho  public  instruction  of  youth  in  primary  schools 
throughout  the  county  of  iVashington,  in  the  Dis 
trict  of  Columbia,  without  tho  limits  of  Wash- 
ington and  Georgetown,"  except  the  first  and 
third  soctions ,  approved  May  twenty,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty  -two  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed.

AN  ACT  to  restrict  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court 
of  Claims,  and  lo  provide  for  the  payment  of 
certain  demands  for  Quartermasters'  stores  and 
subsistence  supplies  furnished  to  tho  army  ot 
the  United  States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houee  of  Repre 
tentalivcenf  the  United  State*  of  America  in  Congrete 
ajuembled,  That  tbe  jurisdiction  of  tbe  Court  of 
Claims  shall  not  extend  to  or  inolude  any  claim 
against  tho  '  ailed  States  growing  out  of  the  de- 
struction or  appropriation  of,  or  damage  to,  prop- 
erty by  the  army  or  navy,  or  any  part  of  the 
army  or  navy,  engaged  in  the  suppression  of  the 
rebellion,  from  the  commencement  to  tho  close 
thereof. 

Sec-2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  olaimii 
of  loyal  citizens  in  States  not  in  rebellion,  for 
Quartermasters'  stores  actually  furnished  to  the 
army  of  the  United  States,  and  receipted  for  by 
the  proper  officer  receiving  the  same,  or  which 
may  have  been  taken  by  such  officers  without  giv 
ing  such  receipt,  may  bo  submitted  to  the  Quar 
tetmastcr  General  of  the  United  States,  accom 
panied  with  such  proofs  as  each  claimant  can  pre 
sent  of  the  facts  iu  his  case;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Quartermaster  General  to  oause  such 
claim  to  be  examined,  and,  if  convinced  that  it  is 
just,  and  of  the  loyalty  of  the  claimant  and  that 
the  stores  have  been  actually  received  or  taken 
for  the  use  of  and  used  by  said  army,  then  to  re 
port  each  case  to  the  Third  Auditor  of  the  Troas 
urv,  with  a  recommondation  for  settlement. 

Sec.  3.  And  b;  it  further  enacted,  That  all  claims 
of  loyal  citizens  in  States  not  in  rebellion  for  sub 
sistence  actually  furnished  to  said  army,  and  re 
ccipted  for  by    the  proper  officer  receiving  the 
same,  or  which   may  have  been  taken  by  such 
officers  without  giving  such  receipt,  may  be  sub 
mitted  to  the  Commissary  Goneral  of  Subsistence, 
accompanied  with  such  proof  as  each  claimant 
may  have  to  offer;  and  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of  thu 
Commissary  Genoral  of  Subsistence  to  cause  each 
claim  to  be  examined,  and,  if  convinced  that  it  is 
just,  and  of  the  loyalty  of  the  claimant,  and  that 
the  stores  have  been  received  or  taken  actually 
for  the  use  of  and  used  by  said  army ,  then  to  re 
port  each  case  fur  payment  to  the  Third  Audit...

g®,  Having  published  in  the  Common- 
wealth the  article  of  the  Gazette  to  which 
the  aubjoineil  is  a  response  by  the  "Ken- 
tucky Contributor,"  justice  requires  its  pub- 
lication : — 

An  article  appeared  in  the  Gazette  of  the 
4th  ot  August,  headed  "Views  of  a  Ken 
tuckian  on  Kentucky  Policy,"  which  needs 
a  notice.  The  writer  evidently  believes  that 
ihe  class  of  Union  men  which  sustained 
Magoffin  in  1861  in  bis  insolent  refusal  to 
furnish  troops  to  the  general  Government, 
now  control  the  policy  of  the  State  and  in 
fluenced  Geu.  Burbridge  in  carrying  out  the 
recommendation  in  Sherman's  letter.  This 
is  not  so.  These  men  are  now  generally 
Copperheads,  and  have  about  as  much  influ 
ence  with  Gen.  Burbridge  as  the  rebels  them 
selves.  That  sort  of  a  Union  man  has  no 
influence  with  the  General  commanding  the 
District  ol  Kentucky.  He  does  not  now 
nor  has  he  ever  listened  to  their  advice.  But 
on  the  contrary,  they  are  looked  upon  by 
the  General  as  the  most  dangerous  agitators 
and  disturbers  of  the  public  peace  which  we 
have  ever  had  in  the  State.  The  General  is 
no  part  of  a  Copperhead.  He  does  not  in  the 
least  sympathize  with  anv  of  their  political 
notions,  and  he  shows  them  no  more  tavors 
than  he  does  rebels.  They  did  under  pre- 
vious commanders,  get  the  ear  of  the  Gen- 
eral,  and  were  exceedingly  busy  in  getting 
rebels  oft  after  they  were  arrested.  But  now 
that  thing  is  played  out  This  writer  bases 
his  assertions  upon  cases  of  which  he  evi- 
dently knows  nothing  And  an  official  state- 
ment of  the  true  facts  in  the  case  will  plain 
ly  show  it.  This  writer  says,  "Two  guer- 
rillas were  sent  to  Henderson  to  be  shot, 
under  Burbridge's  retaliatory  order;  and  we 
are  told  that  a  large  number  ot  the  most  in- 
fluential Union  men  of  the  place  remonstra- 
ted against  it,  and  that  the  execution  was 
postponed."  This  is  a  very  unfair  statement 
of  the  case.  The  facts  are,  that  the  guerril- 
las were  taken  to  Henderson.  When  they 
arrived  there,  it  was  discovered  that  a  body 
of  guerrillas,  five  hundred  strong,  were  just 
outside  of  the  town,  and  it  was  deemed  un- 
safe to  land  them  A  gun  boat  was  sent  for 
to  protect  this  party  which  had  the  two  con- 
demned men  in  charge.  Such  being  the  case, 
the  execution  was  postponed.  But  how  long? 
Just  long  enough  for  the  men  in  charge  to 
telegraph  to  Gen.  Burbridge  the  circum- 
stances, and  get  his  reply,  which  was  to 
proceed  immediately  with  the  executions. — 
It  was  proceeded  with ,  and  the  men  were 
shot.  Why  did  not  this  angry  correspondent 
state  that  fact  f  If  he  did  not  know  any 
thing  about  the  affair,  why  did  he  go  off 
half  cocked,  and  thus  produce  the  errone- 
ous impression  that  the  men  were  not  exe' 
cuted  ?  His  ignorance  of  the  facts  ought  to 
have  been  a  sufficient  motive  for  his  keep- 
ing silent.  But  let's  proceed  to  another  case: 
"Gen.  Sherman  says  persons  who  harbor, 
conceal  and  aid  the  enemies  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  sent  out  of  the  limits  of  the 
country.  A  lady,  wife  of  a  rebel  officer,  and 
of  a  prominent  family,  is  found  to  have  con- 
cealed in  her  house  one  of  John  Morgan  's 
band.  The  General  in  command  orders  said 
lady  to  be  arrested  and  sent  to  headquarters 
at  Lexington.  The  arrest  is  made  A  Union 
man  holding  a  high  official  position  in  Ken- 
lucky  savs  the  lady  is  in  delicate  health, 
and  writes  a  letter,  which  a  Union  physi- 
cian certifies  to,  that  it  would  not  be  safe  for 
the  lady's  health  to  take  a  trip  to  Lexington 
The  General  in  command  releases  the  lady,  ami 
this  is  the  last  we  hear  of  it." 

We  have  underscored  the  last  sentence  in 
this  statement  for  the  reason  that  we  may 
call  the  especial  attention  of  the  reader  to  it. 
It  is  every  word  of  it  false.  The  lady  has 
not  been  released,  and  will  not  be  released, 
tien  Burbridge  ordered  her  arrest  and  re- 
moval to  Lexington.  He  was  advised  that 
she  was  dangerously  ill  and  could  not  be 
moved  The  General  sent  a  Surgeon  to  in- 
quire into  the  state  of  her  health,  and  that 
Surgeon  re|»rted  tiiat  it  would  cost  the  lady 
her  life  to  be  removed  She  is  paroled  until 
she  gets  well  enough  to  travel.  She  is  not 
released,  and  it  is  the  firm  intention  of  the 
General  to  send  her  to  her  husband  in  Dixie. 
Again  :  "A  rebel  Lieutenant  of  an  influen- 
tial family  is  permitted  by  the  commanding 
General  to  go  to  his  friends  in  Woodford 
and  remain  there  reporting  once  a  week  by 
letter  to  headquarters  at  Lexington,  because 
in  the  raid  of  Morgan  to  plunder  the  people 
of  Kentucky  of  her  property,  and  murder 
her  peaceful  citizens,  he  received  a  wound 
which  incapacitated  him  for  that  kind  of 
service  tor  awhile,  and  the  Union  people  of 
Kentucky  arc  anxious  to  nurse  and  care 
for  him  until  he  is  on  his  legs  again  and  fit 
to  begin  his  deviltry  anew  ;  and  the  General 
commanding  gives  them  permission  to  do 
it." 

Lieut.  Bullock  was  wounded  in  the  tight 
at  Mt  Sterling  and  captured  His  wound 
was  a  severe  one,  costing  him  a  leg  His 
friends  asked  permission  to  take  him  out  of 
the  hospital  to  a  private  family  in  Wood- 
ford and  attend  to  him.  Gen.  Burbridge 
granted  the  request.  We  can  not  see  any 
thing  very  wrong  in  this.  By  so  doing  he 
relieved  the  U.  S.  hospital  of  the  trouble 
and  expense  of  keeping  and  nursing  hira. 
And  we  reckon  there  is  no  more  reason  al- 
lowing "  Union  men"  who  are  private  citizens 
to  nurse  Bullock  and  doctor  him  at  their 
own  expense,  than  in  having  him  nursed  by 
"Union"  employees  and  surgeons  in  the  hos 
pital  at  the  expense  of  the  Government  — 
What  harm  can  this  poor  wounded  man 
with  n  leg  amputated  do*  Is  our  corres- 
pondent afraid  this  sick  cripple  will  spring 
up  a  strong-armed  man,  like  Goliath  of  old, 
and  slay  right  and  left  f  No  person  but  an 
unreflecting,  intemperate  man  cau  blame 
Gen.  Burbridge  for  this  show  ol  humanity 
We  cannot  for  the  life  of  us  sec  how  it  wili 
in  the  least  injure  the  Union  cause  iu  the 
Mate.  It  may  make  some  men,  who  are  so 
fierce  in  their  zeal  against  rebels  that  tbey 
would  like  to  have  one  every  morning  tor 
breakfast,  boil  over  in  their  indignation  at 
any  man  who  would  show  mercy  even  to  a 
wounded  and  sick  rebel  prisoner,  but  we 
hardly  think  it  will  either  cause  the  Sons  of 

the  Mate.  There  is  no  danger  of  Bullock 
getting  away.  At  the  right  time  he  will  be 
delivered  up  and  sent  to  U,e  prison  that  con 
tains  his  companions.  The  case  of  the  "fool- 
ish girls  who  sent  the  petition  signed  by 
the  "Union  men  to  the  General,  we  know 
nothing  of  Said  petition  has  not  yet  reached 
the  General.  Thus  are  the  complaints  of  this 
"fiery  son  of  the  Union"  disposed  of  Hi8 
article  will  have,  no  doubt,  a  profound  effect 
upon  the  General,  and  will  make  him  trem 
Die  in  his  boots  for  his  position.  Why  iuy 
dear  sir,  you  ought  to  have  let  the  General  get 
a  little  used  to  these  double  stars  which  his 
distinguished  services  in  the  field  had  won 
for  him,  before  you  attempted  to  dissipate 
his  fair  fame.  The  General  is  doing  his  duty 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  best  and  surest  Union 
men  of  the  State.    He  is  punishing  all  who 


deserve  punishing  that  are  presented  to  him ; 
and  he  is  showing  no  favor  to  rebels  or  their 
sympathizers,  the  Copperheads,  that  they  do 
not  deserve.  Rebels  are  men,  and  there  are 
thousands  of  them  in  Kentucky  that  cannot 
be  handled  by  a  commander  unless  he  is  a 
tyrant  and  a  brute.  The  general,  before  he 
can  punish  any  of  thena,  must  have  the  evi 
dence  of  their  guilt,  and  that  evidence  must 
be  plain  enough  to  stand  any  rebutting  tes- 
timony which  can  be  brought  against  it.  It 
is  very  easy  to  say  that  this  and  that  man  is 
a  rebel,  and  ought  to  be  punished,  but  it  is 
another  thing  to  get  such  evidence  against 
him  that  will  convict  him.  It  is  the  very 
height  of  tyranny  to  take  up  a  man  and  pun- 
ish him  on  mere  suspicion.  Our  Generals 
are  very  oft,  through  the  intemperate  zeal  of 
Union  men,  led  to  arrest  men,  and  when 
the  case  is  fully  investigated  it  is  found  that 
there  is  no  positive  evidence  against  them 
and  then,  unless  the  General  is  a  poor,  mis« 
erable  tyrant  unfit  even  for  the  chief  of  a  set 
of  cannibals,  he  is  compelled  to  release  him 
Gen.  Burbridge  is  not  provided  with  a  Dyon 
isian  ear  that  can  gather  up  and  carry  to  his 
private  room  all  the  whisperings  and  schem 
ings  of  the  rebels  all  over  the  State.  He  must 
rely  upon  the  testimony  of  Union  men.  And 
most  certainly,  if  the  testimony  he  relied 
upon  was  such  as  that  this  correspondent  has 
arrayed  against  him,  he  would  be  always 
wrong  in  punishing  rebels.

We  are 
very  well  satisfied  with  Burbridge.  But  if 
Butler  was  here,  we  humbly  think  he  would 
make  short  work  of  men  who  communieate 
such  facts  to  the  press  as  this  correspondent 
has  furnished.  The  real  Union  men  of  Ken- 
tucky never  had  a  man  more  to  their  notions 
than  is  Gen  Burbridge;  and  if  rebels  do  not 
get  their  rights  under  his  administration, 
they  will  deserve  to  go  unwhipt  of  Justice. 
We  hope  this  writer  will  cool  his  wrath  and 
possess  his  soul  in  peace. 

The  Rebels  at  Chambersburgh,  Pa. 

The  Washington  Chronicle  gives  some  in 
teresting  particulars  of  the  rebel  atrocities 
in  Chambersburgh.  According  to  this  state- 
ment, the  rebel  advance  was  first  met  by 
Lieut.  Underhill,  with  a  squad  of  thirty-five 
men  and  one  gun.  The  effect  produced  upon 
the  rebels  by  this  little  band  shows  what  in- 
domitable bravery  and  "pluck"  will  do.  The 
rebels  advanced  in  perfect  abandon  style, 
yelling,  joking  and  laughing.  At  the  first 
"blizzard"  from  the  Lieutenaut,  it  was  ridi- 
culous to  see  their  fright  and  discomfiture. 
They  fled  pell-mell  back  to  the  main  body, 
and  when  these  again  advanced  Lieut.  Un- 
derhill (all  honor  to  him  ')  again  opened  on 
ttiem,  and  actually  with  his  handful  of  men 
held  the  whole  rebel  column,  two  thousand 
strong,  at  bay  for  one  hour,  killing  and  wound- 
ing several.  The  Lieutenant  only  withdrew 
his  men  when  a  messenger  arrived  from 
Gen.  Averill ,  ordering  him  to  do  so.  The 
rebels  now  unlimbered  U  piece  and  threw 
several  shells  over  the  town.  The  shells 
were  the  first  intimation  of  the  proximity 
of  the  rebels. 

The  advance  into  the  town  was  one  of  the 
most  systemized  movements  imaginable.  A 
body  took  possession  of  each  street  and  al- 
ley, and  regularly  advanced.  The  command 
was  sent  along  the  line  to  advance  a  certain 
distaucc  and  then  halt.  The  clear-ringing 
"forward"  echoed  from  one  end  of  the  town 
to  the  other.  Twenty  paces  at  a  time  was 
their  distance, and  then  "forward"  ran  along 
the  line.  Simultaneously  they  came  out  on 
the  principal  street  The  sight  of  those  men 
pouring  out  from  the  streets  and  alleys,  not 
as  two  years  ago,  on  a  wild  charge,  but 
creeping  eilectly  forth,  each  man  with  his 
carbine  unslung,  and  leaning  forward  on  his 
horse  like  the  wild  Camanche,  will  never  be 
for/otten  by  those  who  witnessed  it. 

The  rebels  McCausland  and  Gilmor  led 
the  columu  up  Market  street.  The  noto- 
rious Harry  Gilmor,  of  Gunpowder-bridge 
fame,  immediately  rode  up  opposite  the 
Court  House  and  inquired,  with  his  peculiar 
pronunciation,  "Whar's  the  Ma-ar?"  He 
was  informed  that  the  Mayor  had  left  town. 
He  then  asked  to  see  some  prominent  citi- 
zens. Dr.  Richards,  anil  Messrs.  McClellan 
and  Sharp  were  standing  near  by,  oonvers 
ing  with  their  rebel  surgeon,  Dr.  Budd, 
formerly  a  friend  of  Dr  Richards  in  Balti- 
more. Gilmor  coming  up,  demanded  "one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  in  gold,  or  its 
equivalent,  five  hundred  thousand  in  green- 
backs," to  be  delivered  to  them  instanter. 
To  comply  with  this  demand  was,  of  course, 
actually  impossible.  Dr.  Richards  informed 
Gilmor  that  such  was  the  case,  that  the 
money  had  been  removed  from  the  banks, 
and  that  the  citizens  could  not  furnish  the 
amount  asked  for. 

The  rebel  then  told  the  gentleman  to  con- 
sider themselves  under  arrest,  called  a  guard 
and  cried  out,  "We'll  burn  your  d  — -d  town 
anyhow,  and  send  you  to  Libby. "  When 
the  guard  approached,  Dr.  Richards  inform- 
ed the  rebel  brigand  that  at  one  time  he 
thought  he  (Gilmor)  was  a  gentleman,  but 
now  his  opinion  was  somewhat  changed. 
This  evidently  hurt  the  rebel  as  he  apolo 
gized  for  putting  them  under  guard,  by  say 
ing,  "that  it  was  their  custom  with  all  citi- 
zens." The  rebel  surgeon  now  interfered 
for  them  and  addressed  Gilmor 

'Major,  I'll  take  care  of  these  gentle 
men." 

"Gilmor,  will  you  take  the  responsibility 
of  bringing  these  men  to  headquarters  ?" 
"I  will,  if  I  have  to  bring  them  on  my 

back," 
"All  right  Doctor.' 

The  chivalric  Major  then  rode  off.  Dr. 
Budd  went  directly  to  the  court  house  to 
have  the  gentleman  released  from  arrest, 
and  returned  soon  to  tell  them  that  they 
wero  free  ,  "but, "  said  he,  ''thty  mill  burn 
your  town,"  and,  bending  down  his  head,  he 
wept  like  u  child. 

The  Burning  of  the  Town. — The  order  lor 
the  burning  of  the  town  was  given  by  Gen. 
McCausland  at  nine  o'clock,  and  fifteen 
minutes  afterwards  flames  were  leaping  from 
the  windows  of  the  houses  in  ttie  Diamond. 
The  rebels,  breaking  into  the  drug  stores, 
procured  turpentine,  and  making  fireballs, 
threw  them  in'o  the  houses  indiscriminately. 
The  men  were  sent  around  in  squads,  plun- 
dering and  burning  every  house  they  saw  fit 
to  enter.  Very  often  these  men  obtained 
considerable  sums  of  money  from  the  wealth- 
ier citizens  to  protect  their  property.  Their 
promises  were  ample  until  the  money  was  iu 
their  hands,  but  after  it  was  received  they 
entirely  disregarded  them. 

One  of  these  squads,  entering  a  house,  gave 
the  inmates  five  minutes  to  remove  their  ef- 
fects before  deluging  the  floor  with  turpen- 
tine and  igniting  it.  The  scene  at  10  o'clock 
was  indescribable.  Nearly  the  whole  town 
was  one  roaring  mass  of  fire.  So  intense  was 
the  heal,  it  was  impossible  even  to  walk 
through  the  Diamond  a  large  open  space  in 
the  centre  of  the  town.  The  flames  from 
either  side  of  the  streets  met  each  other, 
forming  an  arch  of  fire,  above  which  the 
black  smoke  rolled  iu  thick  and  heavy  vol 
umes,  obscuring  the  heavens.  Houseless  and 
homeless  women  and  children  fleeing,  and 
the  oaths  of  the  maddened  rebels,  completes 
this  picture  of  horrors,  a  scene  that  will  nev- 
er be  forgotten  by  the  citizens  of  Chambers- 
burg. 


Nothing,  comparatively,  was  saved — an 
old  painting,  the  family  Bible,  a  change  of 
clothing,  that  was  all.  No  time  was  allowod 
for  the  removal  of  the  furniture,  or  even 
trunks  of  clothing.  Seventy  pianos  in  the 
different  houses,  in  one  stroet,  were  burned. 
The  terror  of  the  scene  appalled  even  the 
rebels  Although  the  greater  part  went  into 
the  work  with  fiendish  delight,  some  were 
greatly  affected,  and  many  a  strong  man 
shed  tears.  When  the  fire  commenced,  a 
rebel  eolonel,  riding  up  to  a  burning  build- 
ing, ttirew  into  the  fire  a  paper,  saying  i 
"There  goes  my  commission  ;  it  mav  cost  me 
my  life,  but  I  can't  stand  this." 

How  the  Southern  portion  of  the  Town  was 
saved.— Amidst  the  general  apathy  of  the  cit- 
izens, it  is  refreshing  to  point  ouf  instances  of 
individual  bravery.  Through  the  exertions 
of  one  gentleman  the  whole  southern  por- 
tion of  the  town  was  saved.  After  the  flames 
had  attained  sufficient  headway  in  other 
parts,  the  executive  officers  of  Gen.  McCaus- 
land rode  to  the  south  of  the  town  to  see  to 
the  work  of  destruction  there.  Dismounting 
at  a  crossing  they  were  courteously  met  by 
Dr.  B.  Rush  Senseney,  and  invited  into  his 
residence  to  take  a  glass  of  wine.  They 
gladly  accepted  his  invitation,  and  entering 
the  house,  imbibed  freely.  Whether  the 
wine  in  question  was  specially  adapted  for  the 
occasion  or  not,  I  am  unable  to  say,  but 
certain  it  is  that  it  had  a  remarkable  effect 
on  the  rebel  officers. 

They  became  remarkably  communicative, 
and  disclosed  to  the  Doctor  their  entire  plans, 
ice,  of  their  raid.  Having  left,  by  request, 
their  autographs  on  a  sheet  of  paper,  they 
departed.  No  sooner  had  the  door  closed 
behind  them  than  the  Doctor  wrote  above 
the  names  of  the  communicative  gentlemen 
an  order  from  Gen.  McCausland  to  spare  the 
southern  portion  of  the  town.  Armed  with 
the  "  Special  Order  No.  14,"  the  Doctor 
started  out  in  time  to  see  a  squad  of  rebels 
firing  the  buildings  in  the  square  above  — 
Presenting  the  document,  the  officer  in 
charge  at  once  desisted.  It  was  ludicrous  to 
see  the  rebels  working  upon  the  hand  en- 
gines to  save  Jthe  south  of  the  town,  '  by 
Special  Order  No.  14,  of  General  MoCaus' 
land. 

The  Doctor  evidently  has  faith  in  the  old 
maxim,  "The  end  justifies  the  means  "  This 
same  gentleman  afterwards  as  the  rebels 
were  retiring  from  the  towu,  captured  two 
of  thrin,  with  their  horses  and  equipments. 
The  men  were  sent  immediately  down  to 
Harrisburg.  The  rebel  Major  who  was  kill- 
ed shortly  after  the  evacution  of  the  town 
by  the  citizens,  and  who  was  reported  as  the 
notorious  Gilmor,  turns  out  to  be  Major 
Bailey,  2d  Independent  Maryland  Batta- 
lion. 

Chambersburg  as  it  is — It  is  rather  inap- 
propriate to  head  this  letter  with  Chambers- 
burg. The  town  proper  is  numbered  among 
the  have-beens.  No  one  can  realize  the  de- 
struction until  be  has  seen  it.  The  news- 
papers stated  that  two  hundred  and  seventy 
houses  have  been  burned  at  Chambersburg. 
This  gives  an  incorrect  idea  of  the  whole  af- 
fair. I  need  only  say  that,  sitting,  as  I  now 
do,  in  a  house  overlooking  the  scene,  the  whole 
town,  with  the  exception  of  the  houses  in 
the  south,  is  one  mass  of  ruins.  Charred, 
blackened,  dreary  walls,  are  all  that  now 
remain  of  the  once  beautiful  Chambers 
burg. 

The  fire  is  yet  smouldering  in  the  cellars, 
and  when  night  shrouds  the  ruins  the  lurid 
light,  glistening  over  the  dark  walls,  gives 
an  effect  wierd  and  ghostly.  Chambersburg 
now  ties  as  an  evidence  ot  rebel  barbarity, 
and  one  can  not  but  think  if  justtice  is  me- 
ted out  to  men  that  surely  it  will  overtake 
the  perpetrators  of  this  horriole  outrage 
against  humanity  and  civilization.

The  trade  between  this  country  and  Eng- 
land being  vast  and  involving  great  inter- 
ests, the  public  men  of  that  nation  watch 
with  an  anxious  eye  all  our  monetary  move- 
ments. Hence,  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Chase 
and  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Fessenubn,  as 
the  Head  of  the  Treasury  Department,  has 
called  forth  various  comments  from  the 
leading  journals.  Whilst  some  ol  these  are 
predicting  our  financial  prostration  ,  others 
are  proving  by  the  facts  of  history,  that 
these  predictions  are  the  fruits  of  disordered 
or  timid  or  prejediced  minds  The  London 
Post,  one  of  the  most  influential  journals  of 
Europe,  thus  meets  these  croakers,  and 
shows  that  they  are  ot  the  same  family 
which  in  every  crisis  of  great  nations  have 
been  proved  to  be  false  prophets  It  says 
The  best  answer  to  the  croaking  prophets 
of  evil  who  are  constantly  uttering  these 
doleful  vaticinations  is  to  quote  the  lan- 
guage of  Lord  Macaulay  in  relation  to 
the  contracting  of  debt  by  a  nation  He 
says 

"At  every  stage  iu  the  growth  of  that 
debt  it  has  been  seriously  asserted  by  wise 
men  that  bankruptcy  and  ruin  were  at  hand. 
At  every  stage  of  the  growth  of  that  debt 
tbe  nation  has  sent  up  the  same  cry  of  an- 
guish and  despair  Yet  still  the  debt  went 
on  growing,  and  still  bankruptcy  and  ruin 
were  as  remote  as  ever." 

And  he  adds  —"The  beggared,  the  bauk 
ruptcy  society  not  only  proved  able  to  meet 
all  its  obligations,  but  while  meeting  them 
grew  richer  and  richer  so  last  that  the 
growth  could  almost  be  discerned  by  the 
eye." 

No  one  cau  dispute  the  evils  of  debt,  eith- 
er to  nations  or  individuals,  and  none  can 
view  the  contraction  of  a  huge  mountain  of 
indebtedness  by  a  young  nation  hitherto 
free  from  that  curse  of  the  Old  World,  with- 
out regret  to  the  calamity  which  has  placed 
her  on  a  level  with  the  less  lavored  king- 
doms But  to  describe  the  United  States 
as  a  bankrupt  and  ruined  community,  be> 
cause  in  a  struggle  for  national  existence 
she  has  contracted  Jless  than  half  the  debt 
which  we  incurred  in  foreign  wars,  is  to 
transcend  even  the  limits  of  misrepresenta- 
tion allowed  the  chartered  libertines  of  the 
press,  whose  eloquence,  like  bad  paper  inon 
ey,  is  always  subject  to  a  heavy  discount 
But  as  tbey  were  accustomed  before  the 
treaty  of  commerce  with  France  to  rave  and 
bluster  about  improbable  projects  of  inva- 
sion, so  now  they  never  let  slip  au  oppor- 
tunity of  penning  the  most  ridiculous  as- 
sertions against  our  ether  great  customer  of 
the  West,  calculated  to  perpetuate  delu- 
sions, and  forming  the  fruitful  source  of  that 
international  acrimony  which  not  unfre- 
queotly  ripens  into  war.

Gen.  Sherman's  lines  now  extend 
from  within  one  mile  of  the  Macon  Railroad, 
near  East  Point,  around  to  the  Chattanooga 
road,  and  these  have  been  made  very  strong.  |

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ly  reinforced,  and  the  defences  of  Atlanta 
no  doubt,  will  be  desperately  defended. 

The  army  of  the  Potomac,  before  Pelers- 
burgb,  with  the  exception  of  picket  firing, 
appears  to  be  idle  :  it  may  be  the  calm  before 
the  storm.  Both  sides  were  strengthening 
their  works.  There  is  concurrent  evidence 
that  Lee  has  been  sending  reinforcements  to  I 
Early,  and  it  is  now  very  evident  that  active 
operations,  for  the  present,  are  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Shauandoah  Valley.  Sheridan's 
advance  surprised  Early,  and  the  latter  re- 
treated rapidly  before  him.  Sheridan  having 
got  out  of  the  reach  of  telegraph  lines,  we 
have  had  no  news  from  him  for  two  days, 
but  all  his  preliminary  operations  were  suc- 
cessful. The  reinforcements  sent  from  Pe 
lersburg  were  anticipated  by  Gen.  Grant,  and 
there  is  reason  to  believe  there  is  a  formida- 
ble Union  army  to  conduct  operations  in  the 
Valley 

It  is  stated  that  General  Ledlie,  who  com- 
manded the  First  Division  of  the  ninth  Corps, 
in  the  assault  on  the  intrenchments  at  Pe- 
tersburg, July  30,  has  skedaddled.  General 
Burnside,  it  is  also  stated,  has  been  relieved 
of  the  commaad  of  the  ninth  Corps,  for  dis- 
obeying Meade's  order-  in  reference  to  said 
assault. 

AuuusT  16.  Sheridan's  forces  overlook 
Early  near  Middletown  but  after  a  slight 
skirmish  the  rebels  broke  and  run  for  a 
safer  stand  point.  At  latest  accounts 
Sheridan  was  at  Strausbiirgh  The  rebel 
scouts,  in  small  squads,  are  iu  the  rear  of 
our  forces  bushwhacking. 

Admiral  Farragut's  official  despatches  to 
the  Navy  Department  add  nothing  to  the 
details  we  previously  had. 

The  Richmond  (Va)  papers  of  August 
11th  an  12th  had  been  received  at  Fortress 
Monroe.  The  following  items  areoopied 
from  them  : 

Mrs.  Dr.  Mary  E.  Walker,  captured  in 
Georgia  upwards  of  five  months  ago,  has 
been  released  from  Castle  Thunder,  and  goes 
down  on  a  flag  of  truce  boat.  She  was  ex- 
changed as  a  surgeon,  and  has  arrived  at 
Old  Point. 

The  Savannah  Republican  iu  relation  to 
the  recent  movements  in  Upper  Georgia,  is 
joyful :  We  hold  our  position  at  Atlanta,  and 
to  crown  the  glory  of  our  victory,  the  famous 
General  Stoneman  has  been  vanquished.  He 
and  500  hundred  of  his  men  have  arrived 
at  Macon.  This  is  glorious  news  enough 
for  a  campaign.  The  sudden  appearance  of 
Roddy  at  Newman,  and  his  signal  victory 
over  the  Yankees  at  that  point,  was  as 
much  unexpected  as  gratifying.  He  is  now 
in  Sherman's  rear,  with  a  large  veteran  force, 
and  we  shall  soon  hear  from  him  again. 

A  telegram  from  Washington,  says:  it 
has  been  ascertained  that  all  of  Lee's  army 
proper,  with  the  exception  of  one  division 
of  Longslreet's  corps,  has  been  withdrawn 
from  Petersburg  and  sent,  as  is  supposed, 
to  the  Valley.  Counter  movements  have 
been  made  by  General  Grant,  and  the  pro- 
bability now  is,  that  a  great  battle  will  be 
fought  norih  ot  Richmond 

Advices  Irom  New  Orleans  on  the  6th 
inst.,  state  that  it  is  being  reported  that  the 
enemy  in  considerable  lorce  were  crossing 
the  Atchafalaya  on  the  28th  u It. ,  General 
Ullmann  was  sent  witn  a  brigade  of  infantry 
two  regiments  of  cavalry,  and  a  battery,  to 
make  the  recounoissance.  He  found  the 
enemy  to  the  number  of  about  15,000,  part 
of  whom  had  actually  crossed.  Several 
skirmishes  ensued,  resulting  in  driving  the 
enemy  back  to  the  other  side  of  the  river 
Our  loss  was  two  killed  and  fourteen  wound- 
ed. Two  days  after,  a  force  had  assembled 
to  destroy  the  telegraph,  but  they  were  re- 
pulsed with  considerable  loss  by  a  scouting 
party  of  Union  soldiers,  with  the  loss  ol

We  refer  readers  to  the  notice  of  Colonel 
Jno  Mason  Brown,  commanding  Second 
Brigade,  which  we  publish  today.  It  is 
just  the  order  we  should  expect  from  him. 
Whilst  vigilant  and  active  in  vigorous  ef- 
forts  to  crush  the  rebellion,  and  put  a  stop 
to  all  guerrilla  and  marauding  expeditious, 
on  the  part  of  rebel  bands,  Col.  Brown  will 
exact  from  his  command  strict  obedience  to 
the  rules  and  articles  of  war.

Should  any  of  his  troops  be 
guilty  of  such  unsoldierly  practices,  all  the 
aggrieved  have  to  do  will  be  to  present  the 
fads,  duly  authenticated;  and  he  will  redress 
the  grievance  and  punish  the  offenders 

The  Forty-tifih  Kentucky,  we  think,  on 
investigation,  will  be  found  to  beclearof  the 
depredations  and  irregularities,  to  which 
Col.  Brown  allude*  as  having  reached  him 
by  rumor.

The  Wada  and  Da«*§  Pronnnciamento. 

The  Fremont,  the  Copperhead,  the  Conser- 
vative, and  the  Peace  Democratic  factions 
are  exultant  over  the  manifesto  of  Ben.  F. 
Wadb  and  Hbnrt  Winter  Davis  against 
President  Lincoln,  because  he  refused  to  ap- 
prove and  sign  the  bill  that  those  gentleman 
got  up  lo  "reconstruct"  the  States  in  rebel- 
lion. We  would  publish  the  manifesto,  but 
its  length  precludes  our  doing  so.  As  the 
New  Vork  Times  pertinently  observes,  it  is 
a  curious  document — not  so  much  for  any- 
thing it  contains  as  for  what  it  indicates. 
"It  purports'to  aim  at  protecting  the  consti- 
tutional rights  of  Congress  against  the  usur- 
pations of  President  Lincoln.  Its  real 
object  is  to  defeat  his  election,  and  aid  the 
success  of  the  Democratic  party.  We 
have  tried  very  hard  to  ascribe  it  to  some 
other  motive,  but  we  find  it  impossible.  It 
may  have  had  its  origin  iu  the  arrogance  and 
presumption  of  the  two  persons  who  have 
issued  it,  for  they  have  for  months  evinced 
an  uneasy  intolerance  of  any  rule  but  their 
own  in  national  affairs  i  but  the  immediate 
purpose  of  the  demonstration  is  none  the 
less  appareut.  The  time  of  its  issue,  the 
spirit  that  pervades  it,  and  the  exhortation 
with  which  it  closes,  combine  lo  show  thai 
Messrs  Wadb  and  Davis  seek  the  defeat  of 
Mr.  Lincoln  in  the  pendiug  canvass,  and,  as 
a  necessary  consequence,  the  electiou  of  his 
Democratic  opponent,  whoever  he  may  prove 
to  be. 

"It  would  be  idle  to  argue  with  these  gen- 
tlemen against  the  wisdom  or  justice  of  thia 
endeavor.  No  two  men  in  the  nation  have 
been  more  clamorous  for  a  vigorous  prose- 
cution of  the  war — none  more  intolerant  of 
every  one  who  faltered  or  hesitated  in  the 
crusade  of  hatred  and  extermination  which 
they  have  ceaselessly  proclaimed,  than  they. 
No  measure  has  been  too  extreme,  no  policy 
too  violent,  uo  mode  ol  warfare  too  savage 
lor  their  tastes.  They  have  led  the  van  in 
the  blind  race  of  radicalism  and  barbarism 
into  which  they  have  seduced  many  public 
men  of  wiser  judgments  and  calmer  passions 
than  themselves.  They  have  scouted  the  idea, 
whenever  it  has  been  presented  in  any  form 
of  closing  the  war  until  not  only  should 
Slavery  be  abolished,  but  until  the  people 
of  the  Southern  States  should  have  been  re- 
duced to  the  condition  of  helpless  and  hope- 
less vassals  of  the  Central  Government. 
They  now  issue  a  manifesto,  of  which  the 
evident  intent  is  to  put  the  Government  into 
the  hands  of  a  party,  and  the  Executive 
power  into  the  hands  of  a  President,  who 
will  end  the  war  by  a  compromise  of  every 
oontested  question  out  of  which  it  has  arisen, 
if  not  by  the  concession  of  independence  of 
ihe  rebel  Stales. 

"  We  do  not  accuse  them  of  inconsistency 
in  thus  acting.  We  do  not  believe  them 
guilty  of  it.  On  the  contrary,  we  regard 
their  present  demonstration  as  simply  and 
strictly  in  keeping  with  their  course  from 
the  beginning.  There  lias  probably  been 
no  lime  since  the  war  commenced  when 
they  would  not  rather  have  conceded  inde- 
pendence to  the  Slave  Slates  than  consent 
to  their  resumption  of  their  place  in  the 
Union,  ami  the  renewed  enjoyment  of  their 
rights  under  the  Federal  Constitution.  They 
have  sought,  steadily  and  consistently,  their 
conquest,  subjugation  and  extermination  as 
States,  in  order  that  they  might  found  upon 
them  a  new  empire  based  upon  their  own 
ideas,  and  to  be  ruled  by  their  counsels  They 
have  sustained  the  war,  not  as  a  means  of  re 
storing  the  Union,  but  to  free  the  slaves,  seize 
the  lands,  crush  the  spirit,  destroy  the  righ  ts 
and  blot  out  forever  the  political  freedom  of 
the  people  inhabiting  the  Southern  States. 
So  long  as  the  war  promised  to  give  them 
these  results,  so  long  they  wero  for  its  pros- 
edition.  At  the  first  indication  that  it 
might  be  closed  before  these  results  should 
be  accomplished,  all  interest  in  the  issue 
merges  in  their  political  and  personal  re- 
sentment. The  real  crime  of  President  Lin- 
coln in  their  eves,  is  not  that  he  has  iu  any 
way  or  to  any  extent  invaded  the  rights  ol 
Congress,  or  usurped  power  not  conferred 
upon  him  by  the  Constitution,  but  that  he 
baa  evinced  a  purpose  to  restore  the  States 
to  their  old  allegiance  and  the  Union  to  its 
old  integrity,  upon  terms  more  in  conformity 
with  the  spirit  of  Republicon  Government 
than  those  which  they  seek  to  impose.  His 
in  vasions  of  Congressional  rights, — his  usur- 
pations of  Executive  power, — would  not  dis- 
turb them  if  they  were  practiced  on  their 
behalf,  and  for  the  futherance  of  their 
schemes. 

We  enter  upon  uo  argument  in  refutation 
of  the  assertions  or  sophistries  of  this  docu- 
ment. Neither  branch  of  its  contents  de 
serves  serious  consideration,  aud  both 
have  been  so  often  urged  by  the  more 
virulent  portion  of  the  Copperhead  press, 
aa  to  have  lost  the  poor  merit  ol  nov- 
elty. The  President  approved  some  of 
the  principles  embodied  in  the  Reconstruc 
(ion  bill  of  Congress,  and  disapproved  of 
others.  He  declined,  therefore  ,  to  sign  the 
bill,  but  declared  his  purpose  to  act  in  his 
Executive  capacity  upon  those  principles  of 
the  bill  which  met  his  approbation.  There 
would  seem  lo  be  in  this  nothing  especially 
mysterious  or  specially  dangerous  ;  yet 
Messrs.  Wade  and  Davis  discover  in  it  more 
perils  to  the  independence  of  Congress  and 
the  people,  than  ever  menaced  England  from 
the  usurpations  of  the  whole  race  ol  Stuarts. 
The  President  desires  to  terminate  the  sys- 
therebellion  has  made  inevitable,  just  as  soon 
tern  of  Government  by  military  power,  which 
as  the  public  safety  will  permit  ;  and  he 
therefore  proposes  to  hand  it  over  lo  the  loy- 
al citizens  of  those  States  just  as  soon  as 
they  shall  number  one  tenth  of  the  aggre- 
gate voting  population  This  is  a  large  and 
liberal  concession  to  the  loyal  sentiment  of 
the  South  and  lo  the  just  popular  distrust 
of  military  power:  and  its  tendency  and 
purpose  are  to  put  the  government  of  the 
Southern  Slates  iulo  the  Lands  of  their  loyal 
people,  just  as  soon  as  the  public  welfare  will 
permit.  But  Messrs  Wade  and  Davis  can  see 
in  it  nothing  but  an  attempt  on  the  pari  ol 
the  President  to  control  their  voles,  and  thus 
secure  his  own  election  The  very  measures 
taken  by  the  President  to  secure  the  deliver- 
ance of  ihe  nation  from  the  curse  ol  Slavery, 
are  in  one  breath  ridiculed  by  these  gentle- 
men as  insincere,  and  in  the  next  denounced 
as  unconstitutional  Their  manifesto  is  simply 
an  elaborate  and  determined  effort  to  fasten 
upon  the  President  the  stale  charge  of  usur- 
pation, and  to  fortify  in  the  public  mind 
that  vague|distru*t  and  dislike  which  the  Cop 


perhoadshave  been  for  months  instilling,  and 
upon  which  they  rely  lor  his  defeat. 

"Now,  it  is  by  no  means  impossible  that 
the  joint  efforts  of  the  various  parties  thus 
combined  may  accomplish  this  result.  If 
Mr.  Lincoln  is  to  encounter  the  active  hos- 
tility of  even  Union  man  who  censures  some 
single  act  of  his  Administration,  in  addition 
to  that  of  tin-  Democratic  party,  which  seeks 
to  grasp  the  power  and  patronage  now  placed 
in  his  hands;  if  he  is  to  answer  to  every  pro- 
fessed friend  for  every  personal  disappoint- 
ment he  may  have  inflicted,  for  every  in- 
stance of  attempted  dictation  he  may  have 
resented,  for  every  failure  to  discard  his  own 
views  and  adopt  in  their  stead  others  sought 
to  be  thrust  upon  him;  if  every  Union  man 
feels  at  liberty  to  abandon  the  Union  cause 
as  maintained  by  the  Union  party,  and  vote 
for  the  bitter  foes  of  both,  to  gratify  some 
lancied  personal  injury  or  neglect,  it  would 
not  be  very  stange  if  a  combination  at  once 
so  unprincipled  and  so  malignant  should 
achieve  success.  The  responsibility  rests  with 
the  people  We  do  not  believe  that  they 
will  suffer  themselves  to  be  misled,  and  the 
cause  of  the  country  to  be  betrayed,  by  men 
at  once  so  selfish  and  so  base.  But,  if  they 
would  save  the  cause  they  love  from  this 
catastrophe,  they  must  awake  at  once  to  the 
real  character,  and  promptly  crush  the  de- 
signed effect,  of  such  manifestoes  as  that 
which  tat  furnished  the  occasion  of  these 
remarks." 


Proposed    Assassination  of  Gen.  Bar- 
bridge. 

The  Cincinnati  Commercial  of  the  l.r>lh 
August  has  the  following  : 

On  Saturday  last  a  man  calling  himself 
G.  A.  Mason,  arrived  here. from  Lexington, 
Ky.  In  the  evening  he  made  himsell  no- 
ticeable at  a  room  on  Sixth  Blreet — the 
"free  and  easy,"  we  believe — by  heaping 
all  the  abuse  his  tongue  was  capable  of  up- 
on our  Government,  the  Administration, 
and  soldiars  in  the  field.  At  the  same  place 
he  made  the  acquaintenance  of  a  certain 
party  whom  he  supposed  to  be,  like  himself, 
an  Englishman.  Seeming  to  place  confi- 
dence in  this  new  acquaintance,  he  look 
him  into  a  private  apartment,  where  after 
indulging  in  a  little  more  abuse,  he  unfold- 
ed to  him  a  plan  of  rather  startling  char- 
acter, viz:  the  assassination  of  Maj.  Gen. 
Burbridge,  who  has  of  late  rendered  him- 
self so  odious  to  the  secessionists  of  Ken- 
tucky. Gen.  Burbridge  appeared  to  have  a 
large  share  in  the  fellow's  slock  of  hate, 
judging  from  epithets  which  he  received  in 
the  cours'-  if  the  man's  whispered  converse 
with  hi.-  jnfidctj:  After  explaining  his 
plan — which  was  to  kill  the  General  with 
an  air  gun — Mason  offered  his  companion 
$400  in  gold  if  he  would  undertake  the  job 
of  assassination.  The  party  to  whom  this 
infamous  proposition  was  thus  made,  desired 
time  to  reflect  thereon  and  agreed  to  meet  Ma 
son  at  the  corner  of  Sixth  and  Vine  streets, 
the  following  (Sunday)  morning,  at  nine 
o'clock.  They  then  parted,  Mason  leaving 
the  place,  while  the  other  went  to  the  Ninth 
Street  Station,  and  divulged  the  affair  to 
Lieut.  McGrew  and  Sergt.  Robinson,  who, 
with  ccommendable  prompitude,  accompani- 
ed him  to  the  point  of  meeting,  at  the  des- 
ignated hour,  and  arrested  Mason.  Upon 
examination  of  the  prisoner  s  person,  papers 
and  notes  were  found,  showing  him  to  be 
anEnglishmen  by  birth  ;  that  he  had  been 
two  years  in  the  rebel  array  ;  that  he  was 
imprisoned  in  the  old  Capital  Prison,  and 
that  since  his  release  he  has  travelled  all 
over  the  West  and  South,  and  the  Camidas, 
and  passing  frequently  through  our  lines. — 
About  his  person  there  were  found  a  lso  a 
heavy  revolver,  a  slung-shot,  and  some  mon- 
ey, including  a  considerable  sum  iu  gold. — 
Mason  will  be  held  to  await  ndvices  from 
the  proper  authorities.

OFFICE  CITY  COUNCIL,  I 
Frankfort,  May  23,  1864.  ) 

WHEREAS,  there  are  portions  of  tho  estab 
lished  streets  and  alleys,  within  the  lim- 
its of  the  city  of  Frankfort,  which  havo  been  en- 
closed by  private  persons,  without  the  consent  of 
the  municipal  authorities — therefore, 

Be  it  ardained  by  the  Boardof  Councihiun  of  tin 
City  of  Frankfort,  That  all  such  enclosures,  (ex- 
cept such  as  have  been  duly  authorized,)  are  hero- 
by declared  to  be  nuisances,  which  the  marshal  of 
the  city  is  directed  to  remove,  after  giving  the 
persons  who  have  erected  or  maintained  such  en- 
closures, five  days  notice,  in  writing,  of  his  pur- 
pose so  to  do. 

2d.  If  any  person  desiros  to  keep  up  such  en- 
closures, he  or  she  may  do  so,  by  entoring  into  a 
contract  or  agreement  in  regard  thereto,  with  the 
mayor,  containing  such  terms  as  the  mayor,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  City  Council,  may  pre- 
scribe: Provided,  however,  The  Council  reserves 
the  power  to  permit,  in  such  contracts  or  agree- 
ments, such  enclosures  as  they  deem  proper  and 
best  for  the  interests  of  the  city. 

3d.  Tho  mayor  is  hereby  directed  to  empTov 
such  legal  counsel  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to 
aid  him  in  effecting  the  objects  of  this  ordinance. 

4th.  This  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  three 
insertions  in  the  "Frankfort  Commonwealth" 
newspaper,  published  in  this  city,  and  take  effect 
from  and  after  the  dnte  of  its  publication.
